Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1 and 3-9, 
in the reply filed on February 17, 2009 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the 
ground(s) that there is no evidence that DMC catalysts having an average particle size 
of 0.1 micron are known. This is not found persuasive because US 2003/0013604 
discloses DMC catalysts wherein 90% of the particles preferably have a particle size in 
the range from 0.1 microns to 20 microns. Such recitation is considered substantially 
similar to and inclusive of an average particle size as claimed. 

Regarding the decision in the European Patent office finding the composition to 
be novel and nonobvious, it is pointed out that different reasoning and procedures take 
place in other offices. The USPTO is not bound by the findings. Further, applicant has 
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elected the process of making the composition. Therefore, as long as the examiner 
considers the composition to be anticipated or obvious over prior art of record in this 
application, the holding of a lack of unity stands. The requirement is still deemed proper 
and is therefore made FINAL. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 2-9 are allowable over the prior art of record. The herein claimed 
process for making DMC catalyst particles of small particle size is distinctly different 
from the prior art processes which employed grinding, spray-drying and freeze-drying.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
